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O the end Our Fozees may be kept in good Oꝛder and Diſcipline, and Pur 
e rw Subjects not ſuffer by any Dilozders oz Mis behaviour of any Officers and 
e "Za Soldiers within Dur Pay and Entertainment, We have thought fit hereby 
„ to Declare Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, That in what Place ſoever any 
e 7 ok Our Foꝛces shall Paſs oz Remain, they ſhall duly Pay their Quar⸗ 
ters accozding to the Inſtructions We have given them foz that purpoſe 

which ſaid Pnſtructions We have Commanded the Colonel oz Officer in 

Chiek with any Regiment, Troop oz Company, to Communicate and 
PpPublich to the Chief Magiſtrate of the City, Town oz Uillage where he is 
dn (hall be Muartered, and alſo to all others who ſhall be concerned, as ſoon 
das he Marches into the ſame, beyond Which no Officer oz Pzivate Soldier 
ls to be Truſted on any Account oz Pꝛetence whatſoever, in their ſaid Quar⸗ 
ters. And whereas We have already Charged and Required the Officers 
of Dur Army to make oz cauſe Satisfaction to be made foz all Injuries already done by themſel bes, oz 
Soldiers under their Command, upon Pain of Our heavy Diſpleaſure ; So We do fo the future ftrialy 
Fo2vid ali Our laid Officers and Soldiers to Aſe any Uiolence oz Thꝛeatuing Wozds to any Perſon 
whatſoever, o2 gtbe any Offence oz juſt cauſe of Complaint, | FRE 
And in caſe any of Pur ſaid Officers oz Soldiers ſhall pzefume to Commit any Spoil oz Diloꝛder, oz 
uſe any Uiolence oz Th:eatning Moꝛds, o2 otherwiſe Misbehave themſelves, We do hereby further De- 
clare, That belides the ozdinary Courſe of Juſtice fo: Redzeſs, if the Perfons agrieved ſhall make 
known the ſame to the Duperionr Officers, the ſaid Officers ſhall, and are hereby Required to cauſe 
Satisfaction immediately to be made; and that if ſuch Officers to whom Complaint is made, ſhall 
Fozbear 02 Delay the cauſing due Satisfaction to be given, as afozeſaid, the Perſons to whom Mrang 
is done, are to make their further Complaint to any two Juſtices of the Peace of the County, City, 
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o2 Place where the Offence is Committed, which ſaid Juſtices We do Require to repzeſent the ſans 


fozthwith to Us, that We may o2der ſpeedy Juſtice to be done by Reparation of the Jnjury, and 
cauſing the Officers and Soldiers ſo offending, to be Puniſhed as the Nature and Nuality of their 
Offences (hall deſerve. And We do further Declare Pur Will and Pleaſure to be, That no Otficer 
0 · Soldier in their March oz Muarters ſhall be Lodged in any Pꝛivate Honſe whatſoever, without 
the Free and Uoluntary Conſent of the Pwuer, and that in caſe any Officers oz Soldiers ſhall foz 
any Reward oz Conlideration, Leave oz Change the Quarters appointed them, oz ſhall Demand oz 
Eract Money fo: Muarters, oz to Erempt any Perſon from the ſame, they ſhall be Puniſhed by Ca⸗ 


ſhiering and loſs of their Pay. And Tae do likewiſe ſtrictly P2ohibit and Fozbid all Officers and 


Soldiers to Deſtroy oꝛ Diſturb the Game in any manner whatſoever, withont Leave from Us, the 
TLoꝛds of the reſpetive Panozs, oz others to whom it may belong to grant the ſame, it being Pur 
Royal Intention and Command, That all Officers and Soldiers in Pur Service behave themſclves 
D2derly in all things, accoꝛding to Law and Military Diſcipline, as becomes them, upon Pain of the 
ſevereſt Conſequences of Our high Diſpleaſure. |
